Evans in Statement

had been made to suppress news of 
the poisoning Affair.

nouncement only 15 girls hud -been 
recorded as having been affected. 


Chemical analysis of- 
tha< food 


served in Barnard hall and at the 
University cafeteria has

no evidence of poison, the doctor an- 
nounced, stating that similar situa- 
tions 'had .arisen before but that 
they have been quietly taken care 
of without publicity. 


Charges that officials of the state

FARMWORKERS 


Prospect of Earfy Spring 


Brings Requests 


for Help 


The prolpect of an early spring is 


bringing many calls for help from 
farmers to the 11 free .employment 
offices conducted by the Industrial 
commission. Irj the firsJt two weeks 
of March 396 calls were received for 
farm hands and 347 men were sent 
to farm 
positions, of 
whom 204 


\voro reported back by the farmers 
as having been hired. ' The largest 
nunvbor of farm placements -were 
made by the 'employment officers at 
La Crosse, 
Madison, Milwaukee, 


Os'hkosh, and Wausau, an-d' there 
was a brisk demand at .Green Bay 
und Shcboygtm. 


The principal difficulties in meet- 


ing calls from farmers'are in cases 
in which the wages offered' are'be- 
low standard and for calls -from a 
"Teat distance. 
It has been found 


to be practically impossible to get 
mon to travel more than 30 or 40 
miles unless t'he farmer is willing 
to advance the fare, protecting him- 
self by having the baggage checked 
to him, and taking the' advancement 
out of the first month's wages. 


The wages offered range from $30 


to §>W) per montih with $55 per month 
the most common wage offered.

Home in Halls of Y. W.C.A. 


Recreation, Education and Social Life Offered to Girls 


Who Work in Stores, Laundries, Hotels and 


Factories in Madison, 


What do i!h« girls who work in 


stores, 
laundries, 
hotels, restau- 


rants, 
offices, 
factorial,

homos, telephone and telegraph of-

One of the newest, yet biggest 


lines of work undertaken by the Y.

the 


wheels of our business and homo life 
running smoothly, the Y. W.' C. A.

now able to join one of the 13 clubs, 
and thereby meet several hundred 
other girls, among whom sihe is cer- 
tain to ftnd congenial companions, 
and perhaps a "chum". This club 
life means to the girl something 
bigger than just good times. She 
is taught to understand industrial 
problems and her responsibility to- 
ward them, and best of'all she is 
grounded in the fundamentals of 
loyalty and the conscientious per- 
formance of her work.

at the "Y. W." building when the

Club' girls 
have

weekly supper there every Thurs- 
day night.

When any group of girls enga-ged 
in one line of work becomes large 
enoug'h, they are split off into a 
separate club. Thus there are now 
four separate clubs (Wayaka, Kiola, 
Tomoke and Golden Rule) made up 
entirely of girls who are employed 
in offices.and stores. Then there is 
the Wahanka Club, 
composed 
of 


girls who are employed as maids in 
homes; the Nyoda Club, employees 
of the Badger Shoe Company; tihc 
Chyessa dub, from the Burgess Bat- 
tery Company; the Amitie Club, 
made up of students from the 4C 
co-llege; and the D. W. Club, a mix- 
ed group. 
In addition there is a 


Mercury Club, composed 
of tele- 


phone giris; a Lohese Club, compos- 
ed of girls employed in the east end 
of town; and 'a Young -Matron's 
Club. There is also the lyopta Club 
made up of women in banks.

After the big club 
supper on 


Thursday niglit, during which a talk 
is usually given by an invited guest 
along some particular line in which 
he is a specialist, a half hour of re- 
creation is enjoyed by the girls. 


On Sunday afternoon 
the girl 


who wants to learn a little aboot 
things outside' of her everyday 
sphere of experience yet related to 
her work, can go to the SEMs Home 
on Monon-a Avenue, *feere she will 
find under discussion such topics as 
The Woman in Industry, Mjy Rela- 
tion to My Employer. 


The key to tfhis whole system of 


work among Madison's 
employed 


women is the Industrial Secretary.

Music usually attempts to do lit- 


tle more than express or suggest a 
mood,. Occasionally, 
however, 
a 


composer, such 
as 
the 
veteran 


Frenchman, Saint-Saens, 
tries 
to 


make it tell a story, or at least il- 
lustrate a story which some one has 
already' pat into words. 


Last year Saint-Saens was repre- 


sented by The Swan, his beautiful 
tone-poem, descriptive of the state- 
ly movement of 
the. bird as it 


gracefully floats over the 
gently 


rippling waters of a lake. "Dansc 
Macabre" is one of the four sym- 
phoric poems written by this re- 
nowned French composer. 
These 


compositions are "program music," 
because they are dependent for their 
inspiration upon' some poetic basis. 


According to tradition, 
once a 


year—on Hallowe'en—all skeletons, 
under the leadership of Death him- 
self, are allowed to emerge 
from 


their tombs and indulge in ghostly 
revels until the break of day. The 
opening tones of this grotesque com- 
position based upon a 
poem by 


Cazalis suggest the- tolling of the 
midnight bells, the signal for the 
appearance of the 
ghosts. Death 


summons them by tuning his fiddles 
which have been sadly neglected .for 
an .entire year. With his bony heel 
he dicks out the time on a tomb- 
stone as he starts his wierd tune. 
With rattling bones, represented in 
the music by. the holiow sound1 of 
the xylophone, the skeletons scam- 
per forth and begin, their 
wild 


dance. 
They romp 
through 
the 


graveyard, now .near and now far, 
as the curiously distorted waltz tune 
is played by their leader.

The writer 
of the communication denounces one paper for making a "yel- 
low" story of the affair and criticises The Capital Times for 
minimizing and discounting the real conditions. 


When the Barnard hall rumor came to the attention of The 


Capital Times, we did what, any reputable newspaper would do,— 
we set out to get the facts. Response authorities at the uni- 
versity were called and THEY WERE ASKED for the facts. 
The Capital Times appreciated the delicacy of the story and we 
had no desire to needlessly frighten fathers and mothers out in 
the state who have daughters at the university. If the facts 
as printed were wrong the responsibility lies, not with this news- 
paper, but with the university authorities. 


We believe that the whole method of publicity pursued at 


th« university is wrong. Nothing can ever be gained for the 
university by seeking to cover up and distort the real facts. It 
is neither honest nor good policy. The university will gain in 
the bar run by being absolutely frank and,open with both the 
newspapers and the people of the state. This is a people's un;-' 
versify and the people are entitled to the fullest knowledge con- 
renrint what happens at the university.
